reaso n for the expressio n "too rich for

No thing is farther from tho truth, 
for most oat troubles are duo to mal­ 
nutrition 
rather 
than 
to 
e x ce ssiv e 
feeding . 
A parallel may be found in 
the pig that breuks down from an un­ 
balanced 
ration 
o f 
co rn—from 
tho 
feeding of too much fat forming food 
in proportion to protein, the compound 
that builds bone, flesh and muscle. 
In the g ro wing and maturing o f any 
crop, nitrog en, pho spho ric acid 
und 
potash are utilized in larg o amounts. 
Nitrog en 
or 
ammo nia 
cause 
rapid 
g rowth of straw. 
Av ailable phosphoi- 
ic acid hastens maturity and helps 
fill the kernel, thus making weig ht. 
Po tash plumps the kernel, streng thens 
the straw and helps prev ent lo ss from 
lodg ing . A big matted g rowth of rank 
straw with a small yield of lig ht o ats 
does not mean that the soil is too rich 
for outs, but that it. co ntains nitrog en 
out of aP proportion to the o ther ele­ 
ments. 
The use of phosphoric acid 
and potash to balance up the nitro g en 
would hav e made tho crop stand up 
well and would hav e tilled the lig ht 
heads and mad« » a bumper crop. 
It’s 
like the pig that was fed on corn alo ne 
—not too much feed, but a poor bal­ 
ancing o f feeds. 
The remark as to a field being "too 
rich for o ats” is heard much less fre­ 
quently to day than ten years 
ag o. 
Many years of intensiv e cropping hav e 
exhausted tho se fields to the point 
where, In feeding the oat crop, it pays 
big to supply all o f the three elem ents 
of plant food, of co urse paying atten­ 
tion to their pro per J jalancc. 
This 1« 
boat acco mplished by using a fertilizer 
which co ntains plant food in an av ail­ 
able fprm. 
In fitting fertilzers to oats, we must 
not only co nsider the needs of the 
oat plant, but must also co nsider Urn 
soil in which it is to he g rown. 
For 
instance, a muck soil usually has a 
plentiful supply of ammo nia hut is de­ 
ficient in potash. 
Sandy soils usually 
run low in ammo nia, av ailable pho s­ 
phoric acid and potash. 
On a sandy soil, a fertilizer analyz­ 
ing 3 to 4 per cent ammonia, 8 to 10 
per cent av ailable phosphoric acid and 
2 to 3 per cent o f potash has been 
found to g iv e excellent results when 
applied to the o at crop. 
On loam so ils 
1 to 2 per c« *nt ammo nia, 8 to 12 p« r 
cent, av ailable pho spho ric acid and 2 
to 3 per cent po tash is to be reco m­ 
mended; op clays, 2 to 3 per cent am­ 
monia, 8 to 12 per cent av ailable phos­ 
phoric add and 2 to 3 per cent potash. 
Oh muck so ils, a fertilizer analyzing 
one per cent ammo nia, 10 to 12 per 
cent phosphoric acid and 7 to 10 per 
cent potash is to be recommended. 
Fertilizers of the analysis g iv en abo v e 
can best be applied throug h the fer­ 
tilizer attachment of the g rain drill at 
the time of planting . If you broadcast, 
use one-half to one-third more fertili­ 
zer, being sure to harrow it in well 
prev io us to planting . 
Applications o f 
from two to three hundred pounds per 
acre, according to tho abov e reco m­ 
mendatio ns, will hasten maturity, thus 
helping av oid 
rust, 
streng then 
tho 
make 
heav ier, better-filled kernels and in­ 
crease profits.
